“Larry Bucks’’ will be sold soon to 
students for $20 to use in place of 
cash in the Union, Quarterdeck and 
atrium. 

Students who don't like to carry 
cash will be able to buy Larry Bucks, 
each worth $20, at the student ac- 
counts office. Doyle Woods, 
business office manager, said that 
students will be able to pay for them 
in one of three ways: cash, master 
card or visa, or have the amount ap- 
plied to their tuition bill, which is mail- 
ed monthly. 

Senior Lisa Dralle came up with 
the idea of having Clarke sell food 
cards for students to use outside of 
the cafeteria. She said she finds it 
much easier to pay for items with a 
food card instead of cash. 

Dralle told her idea to President 
Catherine Dunn and James Petty, 
dean of student development. The 
idea was then passed on to 
Lawrence James, dining service 
director. 

James says he likes to call the 
cards ‘‘Larry Bucks’’ because his 
picture is on the front. The Larry 
Buck is “‘like a smaller version of the 
dollar bill.”’ 

Larry Bucks were designed by 
Mark VanOsdol, coodinator of adult 
services, and sophomore Cindy 
Scheckel. 

VanOsdol said he decided to help 
James with the design after he saw 
James struggling to design it “‘crude- 
ly.” Scheckel, who has an internship 
in the publication office, volunteered 
to work with VanOsdol. 

VanOsdol worked with a copy of 
an actual dollar bill to make the 
framework of the card. He then put 
a photograph of James’ head in 
place of Washington’s head and 
wrote the words, ‘In Clarke we 
Trust,” above it and “‘union card” 
below it. 

Scheckel added Woods’ signature 
and alittle picture of both the atrium 
and a Clarke Crusader. She also 
designed the back of the Larry Buck, 
which looks similar to a food card. 

Both VanOsdol and Scheckel were 
pleased with the finished product.

the decision to remove the machines was 
made by Business Manger Doyle Woods 
due to “lack of use.”

Senior Karen Otting, a non-smoker, is 
tolerant of smoking, to a point ‘I don’t ap- 
preciate it when smokers smoke in public.

Otting said most smokers at Clarke are 
pretty considerate. When smoking bothers 
her, she will leave the room. ‘‘It’s not fair 
that | should get up and leave when I’m not 
doing anything to get up and leave for,” 
said Otting.

Asked if she has problems with non- 
smokers, sophomore Rachel Bell said, ''If 
people don’t want me to smoke around 
them | won't. That's their right.” 

Bell thinks the cigarette machines would 
make more money this year. ‘‘There are 
more students now than last year who 
smoke,” said Bell. 

Freshman Todd Steege, a non-smoker, 
said he is torn on the issue of smoking. ‘‘It's 
a disgusting habit, but we all have our 
vices.” Steege isn't bothered by smoking 
unless he’s in a closed space. 

Former smoker Kevin McDonald, a Mary 
Josita resident assistant, said he hasn't 
noticed any serious problems with smoke 
in the dorm.

Business drops to

The Clarke Student Union used to be a 
second home to many. There was a heavy 
crowd at least once a night. This year, 
crowds in the Union are an exception 
rather than the rule. 

Most people trace the Union’s decline to 
one thing—the administration’s decision to 
make the Union a cash-only business. 
Union employee junior Dan Dettbarn said, 
“We're college students. We can’t afford 
to pay cash. We don't have any money.” 

According to the Union Manager Frieda 
McConnell, business has been very poor 
this year. ‘‘We used to sell about 10 piz- 
zas; now, we’re lucky to sell two. We have 
had no phone-in orders this year.” 

The cash-only decision is the latest in 
several cutbacks to the Union over the last 
several years. In 1987 the Union, which 
had sold wine coolers and beer to cash 
customers, lost its liquor license. That 
same year it saw the discontinuation of 
morning and afternoon hours. 

Last spring the administration con- 
sidered removing the Union snack bar en- 
tirely and placing vending machines in the 
Union. This idea was rejected after 
students organized a ‘‘Save The Union”

rally and collected signatures for a petition. 
The union now opens its doors at 4 p.m., 
and the snack bar begins serving at 7 p.m., 
an hour earlier than last year. 

Senior Brenda Duster feels the cash- 
only policy makes the Union “‘sort of inac- 
cessable to students.”’ She said the Union 
“is suppossed to be a social gathering 
place for students, but when you can’t af- 
ford to be there it doesn’t make much 
sense.” 

Senior Quentin Yoerger used to visit the 
Union four or five times a week but now 
goes there about once a week. He said he 
bought food from the Union once this year. 
“lve never been one to carry a lot of cash,” 
Yoerger said. ‘‘Carrying a food card is 
much easier than having to worry about 
cash all the time.” 

Senior Bill Kueper, an off-campus stu- 
dent, said the Union “used to be a second 
home to me. | used to eat there everyday. 
Now I’m hardly ever there.... None of my 
friends hang out there anymore because 
it’s changed so much.” 

Freshman Mike Walther doesn’t 
remember the Union when food cards were 
accepted. Walther said of the Union, “y 
think it’s pretty good. | come here almost 
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not having a cigarette machine handy but 
recommends that smokers travel to satisfy 
their habit. ‘‘Things are always more ex- 
pensive in vending machines,” he said. 

Dettbarn said he understands the smok- 
ing restrictions on campus, but added, “'l 
don’t think the atrium will burn that easily, 
so | don’t know why you can't walk through 
there with a cigarette.” He also feels smok- 
ing should be allowed in classrooms bet- 
ween classes. 

Frieda McConnell, manager of the 
Clarke Union, provides ashtrays to her 
customers on request. ‘‘There should be 
vending machines in all the lounge areas,”’ 
she said. McConnell is a smoker, but en- 
courages others to stay away from smok- 
ing. “‘It’s a dirty, filthy, rotten habit, and | 
wish | could quit,’’ said McConnell.

everyday, usually between 10 p.m. and 12 
a.m.” He added, ‘I wished they'd offer use 
of the food card. I’d buy more food.” 

The administration made the decision to 
discontinue food card service in the Union 
on the recommendation of Business 
Manager Doyle Woods. ‘‘The board plan 
was supporting the Union. In most places, 
the Union is not part of the room and board 
plan. Food service needs the money to 
help support itself,’’ Woods said. 

Food Service Director Larry James said, 
“'The money on the food card only paid for 
the food | sent over to the Union. It didn’t 
pay for the labor of the Union workers.” 

Woods said cash sales for the Union last 
year were a total of $525. ‘‘The cash will 
help support the Union. | have no illusions 
about the Union not losing money,” 
especially with the longer hours, Woods 
said. “People wanted the Union open more 
hours this year, and we are giving that to 
them.” 

The Union has two new pay pool tables, 
a ping-pong table, a big screen televi- 
sion and another television with a VCR. 
“It's nice that people can watch their 
favorite shows at the same time others are 
watching a video,’’ McConnell said. 

McConnell said the use of the pool tables 
has decreased since they became pay 
tables. ‘‘There used to be eight to 10 peo- 
ple playing every night,” she said. 

Kueper was disappointed with the new 
pool tables. ‘When | heard they were get- 
ting new pool tables, | thought they meant 
new tables that we could use (for free), not 
Pay pool tables,’ he said. 

Yoerger ‘‘used to play lots” of pool in the 
Union but doesn't play anymore. ‘‘l enjoy 
playing, but I'm not going to pay any money 
to play,’ he said. 

The Quarterdeck coffee shop, located in 
the ground level of Mary Josita Hall, still 
accepts food card business in the morn- 
ings, but not in the afternoons. Jane Luck- 
singer, manager of the Quarterdeck, said 
this has affected business. ‘‘In the after- 
noon, it’s not nearly as busy as it used to 
be,” she said. 

__Lucksinger would “‘rather have it busy” 
in the Quarterdeck.

Financial aid available

Making information readily available in 
order to help students with financial pro- 
blems is the message Kelly Funk, director 
of financial aid, wants to get across. Funk 
wants to inform students that there is ac- 
cess to financial aid information in the of- 
fice and that she’s there to help students 
familiarize themselves with that material. 

Funk said she is there to help students 
figure budgets and money management, 
which includes determining areas where 
the student can save money so there is 
money left over to spend on themselves. 

The office also provides booklets that ex- 
plain how to manage money, pay for an 
education and loan information. 

Under the Guaranteed Student Loan, 
which is now called the Stafford Loan, pay- 
ment is due six months after a student 
graduates or drops bellow half-time stan- 
ding. The first six months is called a grace 
period, and if a student does not have ajob 
by the end of this time, they should con- 
tact their lender. 

The Perkins Loan is another option for 
the student. The only difference with this 
loan is that the grace period tends to be 
longer, depending on the rules of the loan. 
When repaying loans, Funk said,

should contact their lender immediately.’” 

Fee waivers are also offered to students 
who are financially eligible and plan to at- 
tend graduate school. Most students have 
to take the graduate record exam. When 
registering for this, a student must send the 
waiver along with registration materials in 
order to be eligible to take the exam without 
paying the fee. 

Funk said that the students’ main con- 
cerns are how to make their money stretch. 
Problems such as a sudden drop in a fami- 
ly’s income may make it hard for some 
students to adjust, so the director of finan- 
cial aid is there to help students figure and 
balance their budgets. 


Figuring tuition costs for students is also 
a function of the office. All schools start 
with the same costs, and if a student is 
eligible for only a certain amount of finan- 
cial aid, then that’s all they will receive no 
matter where they attend school, said 
Funk. 


However, there are exceptions that Funk 
will figure in as extra expenses for classes 
that require more money. , 

If students need help in figuring their 
budgets, they should contact the financial 
aid office.

For most students, Clarke’s costume 
shop, located in the basement of Mary 
Josita Hall, is just another room where 
drama students work each afternoon. But 
for a few weeks each year, the costume 
shop has one special inhabitant, New York 
costume designer Nancy Konrardy. 

Konrardy’s known at Clarke for design- 
ing ‘‘Hedda Gabbler,”’ ‘‘Wake of Jamie 
Foster,” ‘‘Taming of the Shrew,”’ and last 
year's ‘‘The Miser.”’ Currently, she is work- 
ing on “‘Equus,’’ this year’s season opener. 
S. Carol Blitgen, theatre department chair, 
says, ‘‘Nancy is wonderful to work with 
because she understands the idea of total 
production and conceptual bases, you just 
know you are working with an artist.”’ 

What most people don't know is that 
Konrardy is a Clarke alumnus. She 
graduated in 1981 with a bachelor’s degree 
in theatre arts and received her master’s 
degree in design from Rutgers University 
in New Brunswick, N.J. 

She went on to work in Washington D.C. 
at the Folger Theatre where she worked as 
a costume crafts person. ‘‘It was a job, in 
residency, to chill out from graduate school 
and just to get myself back together. 
Graduate school is hard, not just work wise, 
but what it does to you personally as well,’’ 
says Konrardy. 

After 10 months she realized she wasn’t 
destined for a career in Washington. “In 
Washington, the arts were considered 
fashionable, and political people like to 
have artistic friends because its 
fashionable.’ 

She said she wanted to go to New York 
where she had made contacts during 
graduate school, assisting various 
designers and working for Rosco 
Research, a costume lab in Manhatten that 
developed new costume products. 

Returning to the Big Apple, Konrardy 
was looking forward to beginning work on 
her own design career. 

Recalling her time spent at Rutgers and 
Folgers, Konrardy said, ‘‘It was a time for 
me to re-center and to get myself back 
together before | went out to pursue my 
own design career. | think you need to be 
secure about who you are and what you 
are, because people will challenge 
that...Living in the Midwest, | don't think 
students are prepared for the brutalities of 
professional theater.”’ As far as being per- 
pared for the professional field after leav- 
ing Clarke, Konrardy says, ‘Absolutely. In 
fact, because of the training | got here, par- 
ticularly from Carol, | went to graduate 
school with very high values. | knew very 
much what | wanted in an education and 
what | wanted in theater. | also noticed that 
my fellow students didn’t have the kind of

intellect or emotional understanding of a 
script. There are very few directors that | 
have met professionally that are of the 
caliber that Carol is, or the kind of human 
being that she is, or who work with 
designers the way she does. It's a real 
cooperative creation.” 

During her years as a student at Clarke, 
Konrardy says she never thought she 
would be back designing shows. After 
designing her first professional show for a 
Shakespearean Company, Konrardy came 
back to Clarke and designed ‘Taming of 
the Shrew.” 

“| was very excited about coming back; 
| was eager to work with Carol. It’s good 
to be back where you came from, because 
then you can see where you've gone. | was 
also looking forward to working with 
students who are excited about theater.’’ 

A member of the costume crew who 
works with Konrardy, junior Suzie Merideth 
said, ‘‘l learn a tremendous amount work- 
ing with Nancy. She challenges us by giv- 
ing us responsibilities and problems to 
work through. Also, she’s an inspiration 
because she is someone who has made it 
in the theater and has not sacrificed her in- 
tegrity in the process.” 

Konrardy’s original costume designs 
have been her biggest accomplishment to 
date. The designs were featured in a show 
called “‘The Colored Museum.” She 
designed the costumes three years ago at 
the Crossroads Theatre in New Brunswick, 
where she was a resident designer. The 
show was produced the following fall by 
Joseph Papp for The New York 
Shakespeare Company, where it ran for a 
year in New York City then traveled to Lon- 
don and played at Thé Royal Court Theatre 
and The Duke of York Theatre. 


Last year, the show appeared at Center 
Stage in Baltimore, a large regional theater. 
Konrardy took the show to The Mark Tap- 
per Forum in Los Angeles, one of the best 
known regional theaters in the country. As 
of now, the show is playing indefinately 
at the Westwood Playhouse in Los 
Angeles. 


“Having done ‘The Colored Museum’ 
has opened up a lot of doors for me and 
that's good,” Konrardy said. 

According to Blitgen, members of the 
theater department at Clarke should con- 
sider themselves lucky to have an artist of 
this quality working with them toward the 
best final production possible 

“I’m here to see that the shows get done 
and that they look good,” Konrardy said. 
“But I'm also here to see that it has been 
a good learning experience. That is more 
important to me than being here to create 
beautiful designs.”
